Millions in New Money.
The bureau last year turned out

$708,000,000 worth of now paper money.
All cnh of this 'description, as fust as
it is manufactured, is delivered to the
treasurer, Leo MeC'lung, who has of-
ficial charge of the government funds,
and attends In their receipt and dis-

bursement. He has one of the most re-

sponsible and laborious Jobs in the serv-
ice of Uncle. Sain, and if. out of all the
billions iu cash that pass through his
hands, any sum, small or great, is
missing, he must mako it good out of
his own pocket.

Vernon is about forty years of age,
a heavily built man, weighing perhaps

250 pounds. He was born at Lebanon,
Mo., in a log cabin, which had only ono
room. His parents had been slaves o

tho'war. Ho earned bis first dol-- 1

lar by pitching hay aud tvorked hia
way through Lincoln university, which
is tho state school for negroes at jef-forso- n

City. Being graduated as valedic-
torian of his class, he took chargo of
Western university, nt Quiudaro, Ivan.,
which nt that time comprised ono small
building and half a dozen students. Ho
was the only teacher. Thanks to his
efforts in building up tho institution,
it has now 400 sfndonts and a faculty
of twenty. Vcrnou is still president
of it.

Has Permanent Job.
jTow. as to Gideon C. Bants, of whom

meutiou tvns mado a moment, ago, his
official title is assistant treasurer. Ho
is one of those government employees
who hold their jobfi permanently, 'and
who could hardly be replaced. Other
appointees go, but there musl always be
a few people who underetand the. 'busi-
ness of the establishment from fop io
bottom, and who can bo " absolutely
trusted.

Shipwrecked Crew Subsists on Mosses

LONDON. Feb. 19. To be shipwrecked
on p. barren Island near Capo Horn, and
to bo forced to subsist for thirteen clays
on mosses and shcllllsh, was the terrible
experience of the crew of the Loudon
sailing vessel Deccan, which foundered

off tho extreme south of the South
American coast. The men were ulti-
mately rescued by a sealer, and they
have Just been landed at Liverpool by
tho Pacific Hno steamer Orcoma. The
Deccan left Port Talbot with a carsro of
coal last August. She was hound for

South America, and had on board a crewof twenty-seve- n, Including six appren-tices: When tho vessel was near Capellom the master, Captain Parnoll, whstaken ill. He was put ashore at PortStanley, subsequently returning to hishomo at Portmadoc, where he died.
